Hodges Named 
For Lou Gehrig 
Memorial Award

Gil Hodges, slugging first 
baseman of the Los Angeles 
Dodgers, has been chosen to 
receive the Lou Gehrig Memor­ 
ial Award, presented annually 
by the Phi Delta Theta social 
fraternity to the Major League 
player best typifying the spirit 
of the New York Yankee Hall 
of Famer.

THIS IS THE first time a 
first baseman, Gehrig's posi­ 
tion, has been named for the 
award. Hodges, like Gehrig, is 
one of the game's all-time slug­ 
gers with a lifetime total of 345 
homers. He is No. 11 on the 
Major League list, behind team­ 
mate Duke Snider's 354, John- 
nv Mlze's 359, Joe DiMaggio's 
361, and Ralph Kiner's 369.

"Hodges greatly resembles 
the late Gehrig as a player, a 
family man and a gentleman," 
Trautmun said. "He has always 
been a fine team man, a tre­ 
mendous hitter and a real 
standout as a first baseman."

DURING THE 1960 season 
Hodges will receive a plaque 
to be presented personally by 
Trautman before a Dodger 
game in the Coliseum. His 
name also will be added to a 
plaque permanently on display 

I at the National Baseball Hall of 
Fame in Cooperstown, N. Y., 
containing the names of the 
previous award winners: (!il 
McDougald (11)591, San Musial 
(1858), Pee Wee Heese (11)57), 
and Alvin Dark (1950).
